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FARMERS TO GET $50,000,000 FOR 
CROP LOANS IN 1932 SAYS REPORT 
FROM CONGRESSMAN FULBRIGHT 


Congressman 
J. F. 
Fulbright of 
this district submits 
the 
following 
statem ent relative to regulations of 
the Department of Agriculture con­ 


cerning crop loans: 
Under a recent Act of 
Congress, 
fifty million dollars is made available 
to the Secretary of Agriculture to be 
loaned to farm ers who are unable to 
obtain loans for crop productions dur­ 
ing the year 1932. 
The application for the loan shall 
be made upon a form prescribed by 
the Secretary. 
No applicant 
shall 
receive more than four hundred dol­ 
lars. 
The total amount of loans to 
the tenants of any one landowner in 
a single county, 
shall 
not 
exceed 
sixteen hundred 
dollars. 
Amounts 
loaned for feed for work stock shall 
not exceed $15 per animal. 
The applicant must have operated 
a farm in 1931, and must have no oth­ 
er means of livelihood. 
No loans will 
be made for a total acreage of crops 
in excess of that planted by the bor­ 
rower 
in the 
Spring 
of 1931. 
No 


loans will be made for the purchase 
of livestock or the feeding of live­ 
stock other than work stock used in 
crop production. 
No 
loan 
will 
be 
made to an individual or to the ten­ 
ants or share croppers of any land­ 
lord to finance or assist in financing 
the planting of an acreage of cotton 
or tobacco in excess of 65 per cent of 
the acreage of such crops planted by 
such individual or by the tenants or 
share croppers of such landlord 
in 
the Spring of 1931. 
Provided 
th at 
the foregoing shall not apply to the 
farm er, tenant or share cropper, who 
in 1931 planted no more than 
ten 
acres of cotton or three acres of to­ 
bacco. 
All applicants must agree to 
plant a garden for home use and 
a 
sufficient acreage 
of feed 
crops to 
supply feed for their livestock. 
Loans wnll be made through agen­ 
cies in the various counties in 
the 
same m anner as in 1931. 


A 
more 
complete 
and detailed 
statem ent of regulations and 
pro­ 
cedure will soon be published by the 
Department of Agriculture.

Against Scarlet Fever Epidemic 


Dr. U. P. Haw. County Health Of­ 
ficer, and Dr. G. W. Presnell, 
City 
Health Officer here, decided after 
a 
conference Friday to warn physicians 
about reporting cases of scarlet fev­ 
er in the City and County. 
Several 
cases, it is alleged, had not been re­ 
ported tt> City Health Officials 
and 
were not quarantined. 
Health reports from 
the 
County 
show that the disease is prevalent in 
the county, and is present in 
mild 
epidemic 
form 
in 
Sikeston. 
The 
statem ent in part continues: 
“We take this means of notifying 
the public that this is a very con­ 
tagious and very dangerous disease, 
and a rigid quarantine 
should 
be 
maintained in all cases, whether mild 
or severe. 
This applies not only 
to 
person: having the disease, but also 
to all persona who have not had the 
disease 
but 
have 
come in contact 
with it. 
These persons 
should 
be 


quarantined for a period 
of seven 
days from the date of the last con­ 
tact. 
Those with the disease should 
be 
quarantined 
for 
twenty-eight 
days 
The sale of all foodstuffs and 
milk should be 
strictly 
prohibited 
from all homes where scarlet fever is 
known to be. 
Scartl Fever is one of the 
most 
contagious of all contagious diseases, 
and while this is a mild form, severe 
and fatal complications may result. 
In cases of exceptional mildness the 
rash may be scarcely perceptible, yet 
in the haemorrhagic form, death may 
take 
place 
on the second or 
third 
day. 
It may attack adults apparent­ 
ly in good health. 
We hope to have the co-operation 
of every physician in the county 
in 
suppressing this disease.

power rates, although every promise 
made during the contest for a muni­ 
cipally owned plant has been kept to 
the letter, 
especially 
as 
affecting 
rates charged for service. 
In the following article Council­ 
man Houchins, who 
is 
a candidate 
for re-election to the Board of Al­ 
derman in the spring election, 
sets 
forth pertinent facts relative to the 
bonded 
debt 
of 
the city, and the 
year-by-year drain on city resources 
to meet interest payments. 
His so­ 
lution is contained 
in the 
articles 
headed 
“Should 
We 
Reduce 
the 
R ate?” 
There are a few persons in 
our 
city, who are advocating a reduction 
of light rates. 
If that is best for the 
city I am for it; if not, I am opposed 
to such a move. 
At the present time 
we 
have a I 


bonded debt of two hundred and fifty 
nine thousand dollars, as follows: 
Waterbonds, $12,000 @ 5 % ...$ 600 
Street bonds, $4,000 @ 5c/<___ 
200 
Fire Bonds, $17,000 @ 6% .......... 1020 
Sewer bonds, $76,000 @ h % ... 3800 
Light bonds, $150,000 @ 5% % . 8250 


$259,000 
$13,870 
The 
annual 
interest 
charge is 
therefore $13,870, and in order 
to 
meet this interest, we have a sinking 
fund of sixty cents on the one hun­ 
dred dollar valuation in the city. 
The regular city tax is only fifty 
cents on the hundred dollars making 
a total tax of $1.10 the present rate. 
In addition, business houses have 
an occupation tax, or “merchants’ li­ 
cense tax ” which is very distasteful 
to many. 
With these facts in mind, 
it might be good judgm ent and good 
business to let the tax rate, and light 
rate remain as it is, and abolish first 
of all this occupation tax the first of 
next July. 
A fter th at 
the 
bonded 
debt should be reduced as rapidly as 
possible, thereby reducing our inter­ 
est charges, and as soon as the lat­ 
ter would justify, reduce the sinking 
fund, ten cents on the hundred dol­ 


lars, valuation which 
would 
equal 
one-eleventh of the total city tax. 
In conclusion, permit me to 
say 
with the present light rate, we would 
be enable to pay our bonds as fast 
as they become due, reduce our in­ 
terest taxes, improve streets, extend 
w ater and sewer systems without an 
extra cent of tax 
to citizens. 
The 
electricity we use would do all this, 
then why reduce rates? 
Better let 
well enough alone.

MUNICIPAL PLANT 
CLEARS $77,000 
AT COLUMBIA MO. 


Columbia, Mo., 
February 
12.—A 
$77,000 surplus for 1931 that rem ain­ 
ed after the municipal water and light 
plant spent $148,000 
for 
improve­ 
ments has increased the plant’s sur­ 
plus fund to $200,000, A. D. Donner, 
superintendent 
of the 
plant 
since 
1924. said today. 
Furtherm ore, 
Donner 
said, 
the 
plant paid a payroll totaling $86,200 
and for coal bought Trom two Colum­ 
bia, mines that al^o totaled $86,000. 
The city’s general revenue fund has 
been loaned $40,000, in addition, un­ 
til city taxes are collected. 
Donner 
estim ates that the street lighting and 
w ater furnished the city would have 
cost, at the very 
lowtfst 
estimate, 
$50,000, if purchased from a utility. 
The surplus, drawing 
per cent 
interest in the bank, can be used as 
only the City Council, or a vote of the 
people, directs. 
An election will be 
held this March 
to decide 
whether 
Columbia will use some of the amount 
for a city hall. 
Rates Reduced Recently 
A few days ago the City Council 
ordered a reduction in 
the 
electric- 
light rates from 7 cents 
a kilowatt 
hour for the first 30 hours to 6 cents. 
The other rates, 5 for the next 
30 
hours and 3% for all over the first 
60, were not changed. 
These rates 
are also given for stores and busi­ 
ness houses. 
The plant is now valued at $2,250,- 
000. 
The State Public Service Commis­ 
sion today dismissed complaint 
of 
citizens of Columbia against charges 
for electricity. 
The dismissal 
fol­ 
lowed a Supreme Court decision hold­ 
ing the commission has no authority 
over municipal electrical system. 
Hard Water 
In regard to using money 
from 
the surplus to buy equipment to sof­ 
ten the water, which is hard to use 
for laundry and 
bathing 
purposes, 
Dflnner 
said 
the 
cost 
would 
run 
around $120,000, which 
he regarded 
as an excessive cost for the result a t­ 
tained. 
“Ninety per cent of the w ater 
is 
used for purposes other than those 
that would benefit from softening of 
the w ater”, Donner said. 
It has been reported 
in the past 
that much criticism of the plant has 
come from certain persons solely be­ 
cause equipment has not been 
pur­ 
chased for softening 
the 
w ater.— 
Post-Dispatch. 


Since the rate proposition is men­ 
tioned in the Columbia story, a bill 
for 75 KWH was figured at the local 
residential rate. 
A Sikeston custom­ 
er would pay $4.05 for 75 KWH while 
his Columbia 
resident 
would 
pay 
$4 .13. 
A similar bill 
paid 
to the 
Union Electric Company, 
St. Louis, 
estim ating 
the 
cost 
on a 5-room 
house basis would 
cost $3.90. 
One 
sub-station of the 
Union 
Electric, 
however, would supply electricity’ to 
more customers than are available in 
all Sikeston.

The health reports from the county show that there is Scarlet Fever 
in the county and epidemic in Sikeston. 
We take this means of notifying 
the public that this is a very dangerous and very contagious disease, and a 
rigid quarantine should be maintained in all cases, whether mild or 
se­ 
vere. This applies not only to persons having the disease, but also to all 
persons who have not had the disease but have come in contact 
with it. 
These persons should be quarantined for a period of seven days from the 
date of the last contact. Those with the disease should he quarantined for 
twenty-eight days. The sale of all foodstuffs and milk should be strictly 
prohibited from ail homes where Scarlet Fever is known to be. 


Scarlet Fever is one of the most contagious of all contagious diseases, 
and while this is a mild form severe and fatal complications may result. In 
cases of exceptional mildness the rash may be scarcely perceptible, yet in 
the haemorrhagic form, death may take place on the second or third day. 
It may attack adults apparently in good health. 


The County Health Officer has cards for the reporting of contagious 
diseases, and it is the duty of all physicians to report such disease to him. 
It is also the duty of any public spirited citizen to report any contagious 
disease if a physician is not in atttendance. 


We hope to have the hearty co-operation of evety physician 
county in suppressing this disease.
